. . SINEWS OF WAR. 

The French ministry has resolved 
to solicit it credit of live millions of 
francs from the Chamber, immediate- 
ly after the reassembling of that body, 
wherewith to defray the cost of occu- 
pying certain strategical positions in 
Tomiuiii. 

FOOD STATISTICS. 

Some curious statistics have just 
been collected by the Ministry of Com- 
merce relative 10 the consumption of 
bread, wine and meat in the eight 
principal towns of France. From 
these statistic:; it appears that Paris is 
the city in which the most meat ami the 
least bread is consumed in proportion 
to the number of its inhabitants, Lyons 
being the town in which most wine is 
drunk. At Julie the beer average is 
213 livrcs a year per head of the tofca 
population, the cider average at Rouen 
being 114 livres. 

FRATERNITY IN ART. 

The French Academy having been 
invited by the Marquis of Lome to 
send one of its members to represent ii 
at the inauguration of the Canadian 
Academy, it has just been settled that 
M. Xavier Marin ier shall undertake 
the pleasing duty on behalf of the 
immortals. M. Xavier Marmier is to 
start towards the end of the present 
montji. 

STRIKE AT MARSEILLES. 

A very serious strike' has taken 
place among the dock laborers at the 
port of Marseilles. Vessels are obliged 
to leave without taking in cargo, which 
remains piled up on the quays, exposed 
to every kind of injury. As for ves- 
sels arriving [at ihe port, they aro 
obliged to retain their cargo on board. 
The Deputies of the ''Bouches-du- 
Rhone addressed about 2000 strikers 
at a public meeting in the Eidorndo, 
and endeavored, without success, to 
persuade the strikers to accept the new 
tariff offered them by the shipping com- 
panies. Tho loss to the port of Mar- 
seilles is enormous and much of its 
business is being diverted to the rival 
ports of Genoa and Barcelona. 

A GIGANTIC SCHEME. 

The cost of tho projected North Af- 
rican Sea is estimated at L r i0,000,000 
francs; and the time required to make 
the cutting is stated to bo five years. 
In his report on the feasibility of the 
undertaking, presented to the Academy 
of Sciences, M. do Lesseps said that 
"as the bed will bo everywhere com- 
posed of mud to the depth of twenty 
metres, there will be secure anchorage 
for every vessel." Monsieur do Les- 
seps then asserted that tho change of 
climate produced by the carrying out 
of the scheme would permit vast spaces 
in the neighborhood - of the sea, now 
■waste and barren, to be brought under 
cultivation. M. de Lesseps' report is 
founded upon a previous one drawn 
up by Commandant Roudaire in 1670. 
The next step will be to bring out a 
com pan v for the construction of the 
proposed sea, but tho moment is hardly 
a favorable ore for so speculative an 
enterprise. 

saha's theatrical career. 

Madame Sara Bernhardt has sml to 
f he press her autobiography, which will 
be published at the end of the month, 
under the title of "Ma vie do Theatre." 
The volume will have for a front is 
piece a portrait of tho actress, etched 
after a drawing by Mile. Abbema. An 
"edition de luxe" of 250 copies is to be 
issued for bibliophiles, in a binding tie- 
signed by M. Roubert after that of an 
old missal. 

PORTABLE ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 
During the past winter, at a large 
number of private and official soirees 
in the capital, the electric light has 
been used, with considerable success, 
from storage batteries, in a very sim- 
ple manner. The accumulators have 
been carried in a vehicle and stationed 
in front of the house, tho wires being 
conducted into the building through 
the windows. Incandescent lamps were 
applied to the ordinary candelabra, 
and the whole affair, however compli- 
cated, was but tho work of a few hours; 
tho effect, as far as illumination is con- 
cerned, being of the most magical des- 
cription. So easy and simple was the 
arrangement that this kind of lighting 
up assemblies will doubtless become 
very general in future seasons. 

A CLEVER SWINDLER. 

One of tho most consummate swin- 
dlers of modern times has at length 
been brought to justice. M. Mary 
Cliquet who had to appear and an- 
swer no fewer than thtco hundred and 
eighty-one charges of forgery, from 
which he derived a handsome income, 
has now to atone, by a life-long incar- 
ceration, for hit) crime. For tho paat 



ten years this extraordinary being has 
lived in the height of luxury on the 
products of a series of nefarious 
crimes, committed at the expense of the 
least wiso of the district in which he 
dwelt. His way of doing business was 
simple enough; by plausibility and im- 
pudence he initiated himself into the 
confidence of the simple-minded peo- 
ple amongst whom he lived, and what 
could bu wiser than to intrust the 
molded grandee with the savings of a 
life-time in order to obtain better in- 
terest than the ordinary channels of 
in vestment offered. The frugal and 
those with a bit to spare ran after him, 
and, strange to say, he had always 
something ready in the shape of a 
mortgage on some neighboring proper- 
ty exactly suitable to the call. The 
deeds and all the necessary documents 
were perfectly "en regie," ami it .vas 
not surprising, considering they wore 
all forged to meet the necessities of 
the demand. The dividends, moreover, 
were punctually paid because fresh vic- 
tims were brought into the field from 
day to day, from whose offerings the 
necessary funds were forthcoming. 
Unhappily for the continued success of 
this innocent philanthropic enterprise, 
a gentleman happened to hear of a 
mortgage having been executed on his 
estate. As he had not benefited 
thereby and was not at the moment in 
need of ready money, there was nothing 
more natural than that he should insti- 
tute inquiries into tiie matter, with 
the result that the whole swindle was 
exposed. Thoro is of course a moral 
in this as in all similar cases, which 
people with the greed of the average 
French peasant will require many gen- 
erations to realize. Given a much 
bigger interest than all ordinary busi- 
ness calculations permit, it follows 
that a still bigger rascality is at the 
bottom of it. If this could only have 
been entertained ns a golden rule both 
tho careful and saving peasants and 
31. Mary Cliquet would be at this mo 
mont wiser and happier folk. 

TEMPORAL HUT NOT SPIRITUAL. 

It is said that the chaplains attached 
to the various hospitals of Paris are to 
be dispensed with. Whether the de- 
cision has been arrived at on the score 
of economy or because hospital pat- 
ients are not supposed to require re- 
ligious consolation is not stated. It 
may bo intended as a warning to people 
that if they claim State attentions to 
their bodily wants, they must not be 
so unreasonable as to expect the same 
sort of thing for their souls. 

A REMINISCENCE. 

When the great Sara's memoirs 
make tiioir appearance I hope she will 
be found to have cleared up tho mys- 
tery of that little fit of vexation in 
which she attempted to commit suicide 
fourteen years ago. That was in her 
comparatively undistinguished days, 
when she was playing tho part of Jul- 
ia Tidal in Adolphe Belots "Drama de 
la Rue de la Paix." I have no French 
papers of the period to refer to, but I 
have a paragraph copied from the 
"Times" with tho date of April 18G9, 
which is as follows:— Madamoiselle 
Sara Bernhardt, an .actress engaged at 
tho Odeon Theatre, attempted to com- 
mit suicide a few evenings back by 
swallowing a strong dose of laudanum. 
Fortunately one of her friendswas with 
her at the time, aud induced her, with 
some difficulty, to take a quantity of 
black coffee as an antidote, by which 
her life was saved, though several tim- 
es during the night she was considered 
to be in iniminent danger."

A BYLAW 

Relating to the Extension of 
Yates Street. 



WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
cany into effect the Yates Street 
Extousion Act, 188!!: 

And, Whereas, by the Haid Act, it is 
provided that tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria might acquire such part of the 
land known as tho School Ke.iorvn, Vic - 
toria, not exceeding 100 feet in width, as 
thoy might require for tho purpose of ex- 
tending Yates struct through, the .".aid 
Reserve, subject to such conditions as the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands find Works 
might impose; but no conveyance of the 
said land should be made until the assont 
of the persons who for the timo being- 
should appear on the assessment roll of 
the City of Victoria as the owners of roal 
estate or bidders of trade licenses should 
bo signified by a vote to bo taken in man- 
ner appointed by tho Mayor and Council : 
And, Whereas, the Chief Commission- 
er of Lands and Works has made it a con- 
dition that tho land to be conveyed should 
bo uaod for strooc purposes only, and that 
a good substantial fence, -similar to the 
one now existing ut tho entrance to tho 
Reaorve should bo erectod along the south 
lino of the said stroot: 

And, Whereas, by tho said Act, it is 
further provided that the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria should, for all lands 
taken, make compensation to the Govern- 
ment of British Columbia, such compen- 
sation, in the evont of dispute, to bo do- 
tenninod by arbitration. 

Be it Therefore Enacted by the 
Mayor and Council of the Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria: — 

1. That it is expedient that Yatea street 
should be oxtonded to Oadboro BayRoad 
and opened through tho School Reserve 
along the northern boundary line of the 
same for a width of 100 feat, and that the 
portion of the Baid roserve which is re- 
quired for such extension should be pur- 
chased from tho Oovornment of British 
Columbia upon and subject to the torma 
imposed by tho Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works and tho Bhid Act., 

2. That James Trimble be and he is 
hereby appointed an arbitrator on behalf 
of the Corporation to dntermino tho 
amount of compensation to bo paid to the 
Government of British Columbia. 

3. That tho amount to be awarded un- 
der the arbitration to be held in pursu- 
ance of the aaid Act may bo paid out of 
the revenue of tho current year. 

4. That tho quoation whether such part 
of the School Reserve not oxceeding 100 
foot in width; that is to say from the 
Northern to tho Southern limit of tho 
same as shall bo required for the purpose 
of such extension, shall,- to the intent 
that the same, may bo used as ti public 
thoroughfare, be conveyed by tho Gov- 
ernment uf British Columbia to the Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria, subject 
to tho terms or conditions imposed by 
tho Chief Commissioner, that ia to say, 
that a good aud substantial fence similar 
to the ono now oxisiingat tho entrance to 
tho resorve from Yates street, shall be 
erectod along the lino of tho said street, 
shall bo submitted for and determined by 
the vote of tho persona whoso names shall 
appear on tho last revised assessment roll 
for roal estate and for trades licenses. 

,V That the vote shall bo taken by bal- 
lot at tho City Council Chambers on the 
4th day of Juno next. 

0. That the voting shall commence at 
10 a.m., aud shall dose at 4 p.m. 

7. The ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper Ayo or No, and in all other 
respects tho provisions of section 74 of 
the Municipality Act, 1881, shall be coin- 
plied with. 

This By-Law may bo cited as the Yates 
.Stroot Extension Bylaw, 1883.

A DAILY MAIL. 



The steamers are now making daily 
trips between Victoria ami l'uget Sound; 
but the mails reach here only three times 
a week. Mail matter for the province is 
brought to the Sound daily. Wo believe 
it is even carried as near these doors as 
Port Townsend; and left to await the de- 
parture of the tri-weekly steamer for Vic- 
toria. The same thing goes on here. 
The daily boat will not take the mails 
hence. They must remain for the tri- 
weekly steamer. This causes much in- 
convenience to people on both .lidea of 
the Straits. Many are disposed to blame 
the steamship company; when, in point 
of fact, the company are giving the prov- 
ince the advantage of an extra mail each 
week without charging a penny. In 
other words, they receive the same sub- 
sidy for bringing the mails three times a 
week that they formerly received for 
bringing it twice a week. It will be seen, 
therefore, that the company, who aro 
acting in a generous spirit towards the 
province, can scarcely, in justice to their 
own interests, be asked to double the 
mail facilities without a pecuniary recog- 
nition. The Puget Sound boats are run 
to make money for their owners; and bo- 
ing a purely commercial undertaking 
they have the right to say what, in their 
opinion, would be a sufficient uompensa- 
sation for the service. The responsibil- 
ity rests with Ottawa. The postal de- 
partment have declined to pay an addi- 
tional subsidy for a daily mail before the 
completion of the Northern Pacitio rail- 
way to Seattle. That will be accomplish- 
ed by the 1st of September, and in the 
meantime the existing unsatisfactory con- 
dition of things may continue. The boats 
will come daily ; but the mails only thrae 
times a week. The board of trade have 
exhausted every argument in support of 
a daily service; but the government can- 
not or will not see the necessity for more 
frequent communication. The conditions, 
it is submitted, are anomalous, unpro- 
grossivo and unjust. No wonder Cana- 
dians aro called "slow" when their gov 
eminent permits the mails to be brought 
to Port Townsend daily and stored there 
because the government will not pr.y a 
small sum to have them brought to Vic- 
toria. The board of trade, the Ottawa 
members, or the mayor and council 
should make a last effort to have this 
grievance rectified. 

IGNORED, Ell? 

Dccauso the local government has not 
aeon tit to publish telegrams of which it is 
in frequent receipt from Ottawa the Dude 
is sure that the government has been 
"ignored" by the Maodonald government . 
Ten days ago he was quite as positive 
that the government policy had collapsed 
and he was only awakened from his de- 
lusion by the reception of a telegram 
from Ottawa announcing the acceptance 
of that policy by the government there. 
It was a bitter disappointment to the ex- 
organ to have to publish a complete re- 
putation of its silly mouthings. It ap- 
pears that he telegraphed to the federal 
capital expecting to receive bad news, and, 
to his confusion and undoing, got good 
news. The answer was a verfication of 
the colored preacher's explanation of a 
Gospel passage, "Blessed am dey dat ex 
pecks nuflin 'cos dey ain't agoin' to git a 
good deal." So far from the federal gov- 
ernment having "ignored" the policy of 
this government, at this very moment 
matters are in train for placing in active 
operation every clause of the Settlement 
Bill. No portion of that most useful, 
necessary and wise measure will be for- 
gotten or lost. The mainland lands are 
already opened to settlement. The dock- 
matters are being prepared for transfer- 
once to the Dominion; and the Island 
railway company is being organized. 
What moro would the Dude ask ! lie 
spent nine years in negotiation, had two 
jaunts to London at 'ho .expense of the 
province and accomplished nothing be- 
yond bringing on a war with Canada. 
The local government have been scarcely 
four months in office and they have made 
an honorable and lasting peace with 
Canada and secured three important con- 
cessions from that government. If this 
is being "ignored," people hope that the 
government at Ottawa will continue to 
"ignore" this government. It is the must 
agreeable and profitable way of "ignoring" 
that was ever invented. It is starting 
the country on a career of prosperity that 
the sanguine amongst us never dreamed 
of. We hope that our contemporary is 
correct in his views and that the policy of 
"ignoring" will not be allowed to "col- 
lapse." 



Canada. 

Ottawa, May 30. — For several days 
past Mark Twain has been a guest of the 
Government. House. He has succeeded 
in securing a Canadian copyright for his 
last work, "Life on the Mississippi." 
His failure to get the Canadian right last 
year for his "Prince and Pauper," proba- 
bly led him to take another course, 
which would be more likely to seeuro him 
the protection he desired. In the first 
instance he brought out his new work in 
England, which entitled him to a British 
copyright. This only entitled him to 
partial protection in the British colonies, 
as any foreign publisher could introduce 
his work in Canada by paying him it roy 
alty of 12/, per cent, on the value of each 
volume. Not satisfied with this, and be- 
ing determined that his works should he 
copyrighted in Canada, he transferred 
his work to hin English publisher, who 
applied for and was granted a Dominion 
copyright on May loth.' 

AIonit.bal, May 28. — Cure Rouselotof 
Montreal, has purchased 2000 acres of 
land for the education of orphan boys to 
agricultural pursuits. It will be under 
the supervision of an ecclesiastical order 
of Frenchmen who have experience. 

Montreal, May 31. — The city was 
visited to-day by a northwest gale which 
caused ships to break their moorings and 
drift down the river. Accidents happen- 
ed by scaffolding and insecure walls being 
blown down. Nothing serious. 

Wihnipeq, May 28.— A milkman who 
arrived in town to-night from the outside 
city reports finding a dead body in a 
swampy thicket four or five miles north- 
west of the smallpox hospital. It is be- 
lieved to be the remains of Kitson, who 
escaped from the smallpox hospital a few 
days ago while in a delirium and for 
whom a reward of S300 was offered. The 
body is said to be decomposing and cov- 
ered with only a white shirt. Police 
woro notified and are now in search, but 
it is thought it will be abandoned till 
daylight lo- bettor guard against infec- 
tion. 



Yates Street Extension. 

To Tim Editoh:— Will you kindly al- 
low me space for a fen lines as to the 
above matter. The opening out of Yates 
street, which has been long before the 
public, ha3 been strongly opposed by a 
few parties, chiefly residents in .lames 
Bay ward, who, consulting only their own 
private interests, would sacrifice public 
interests for the sake of private gain. 

These parties, fearing that Port street 
will suffer, aro endeavoring to catch the 
ears and votes of the citizens by loud talk 
as to necessity of preserving intact the 
school reserve. They argue that in fu- 
ture there will be a need for the erection 
of a university or college, and that the 
eight acres of land which .will be left to 
the school roserve, after Yates street has 
been carried through, will not be ade- 
quate to the scholastic requirements. 

In answer to this objection I would say 
that eight acres would afford ample space 
for all the buildings, etc., which might 
be required, and the frontage to the pro- 
posed extension of Yatos street would be 
a great advantage. But it has oyery- 
where been found that it is not advisable 
to have collegiate buildings in the very 
centro of any city, and in course of time 
the school reserve will become so valuable 
for building purposes and so unsuitable 
for collegiate purposes, that there is no 
doubt it will bo sold and land on the out- 
skirts of the city purchased at one-tenth 
of the value of the school reserve and ap 
propriated for university or collegiate 
purposes. 

There is too much reason to fear that 
much of the so-called patriotic opposition 
to the opening of Yates str-et proceeds 
from a fear that the trade of Fort street 
will suffer, and the "free pasturage'' now 
enjoyed by a few individuals come to an 
end. The public must insist that the re- 
serve, having been drained by the grad- 
iugand improved by the filling up with 
earth taken from the new line of street, 
with a small additional cost the reserve 
be put in a much hotter condition that it 
may, with some attempt at the truth, be 
called a playground, whilst at the present 
time it is one in name only. When this 
is done cattle will have to be entirely ex- 
cluded. Not even the two "bearded 
widows'' cows that may always be seen 
grazing thore, to the great annoyance of 
children ought to bo permitted unless a 
portion is fenced and any one wishing to 
pasture cows there must pay rent for the 
same. 

Yates street when opened out, will be 
the finest street in the city. It must 
eventually be opened out, and the citizens 
will do well to decide by their votes of 
.Monday next that the opening shall 
be done at once. 

Additional schools are needed in the 
city, and the vote on Monday will deter- 
mine whether these shall be provided at 
onco or delayed for years; for let the 
voters remember that the compensation 
money paid by the council v ill be appro- 
priated to new schools in the city.

THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 

An Ovorwholmin? Military Forco - 
Europo Domlnatod bf Throo 
Powors- 

New York, May 28.— The HeraUVn 
Paris special says: The Cologne Gazette 
published a comparative statement of the 
military strength of united Germany, 
Austria and Italy on the one hand, and 
of united Russia and France on the others 
It demonstrates that although there is a 
slight preponderance of figures on paper 
of battalions, squadrons and batteries in 
favor of Russia and France, yet consider- 
ing that the armies of the triple alliance 
would, in the event of war, be command- 
ed by one head, and that they could easily 
concentrate three millions of bayonets at 
any given point, an overwhelming ba- 
lance of military strength is with the tri- 
ple alliance. The same paper declares 
that the new triple alliance could easily 
dispose of all the rest of Europo put to- 
gether. It concludes by saying that the 
dreibund is a striking example of the 
maxim, "If you want pence prepare for 
war." 

New York, May 31.— The Herald's 
special says: Three salient features are 
now exciting the hopes arid fears of ev- 
ery thinking man in Europo: First, the 
triple alliance now constitutes a sort of 
supreme tribunal for Europe, which is ca- 
pable of enforcing its will or caprice upon 
any or all the other European powers; 
second, that in the event of war all the 
vast armies of Germany, Austria and Italy 
would constitute so many parts of one gi- 
gantic and perfectly elaborate machine, 
every minute movement of which would 
be directed by the German general staff, 
just as tho armies of the Bavaria, Wur- 
temburg and Baden were, in 1870, guid - 
ed by the Prussian general staff; that is, 
just as Prussia welded together the 
North German confederation in 18(j(j, and 
the German empire in 1871, so is the Ger- 
man chancellor now welding together a 
still greater military and political unit, 
equal in extont to the empire of Charle- 
magne, and intended eventually to em- 
brace all of central Europe, Italy ami the 
countries contiguous to the Danube ami 
the Balkan mountains.

Frioay, June 1. 

THE ARSON CASE. 

Reginald Nuttall was brought up on re- 
mand from the 20thult.,ona charge of 
setting fire, to the warehouao of Henry 
Jewell, Yates sireet, on the night of the 
25th April. 

Mr. O. Wilson (of Davie & Wilson) ap- 
peared for the prisoner. 

Supt. O'Connor asked that all the wit- 
nesses in court retire; those for tho prose- 
cution wore already outside. 

H. C. Gordon, sworn — I know Reginald 
Nuttall, jr. ; I remember a fire on Yates 
street; I do not remember tho date; it oc- 
curred before Phillips' lire on Blanchard 
street, but I do not remember how long; 
after the tiro which took place on Yates 
street; I was in company with R. Nuttall 
and another boy on Yates street going 
home; the other boy was Archie Johnson; 
Nuttall was speaking about the fire; he 
told i c and Johnson that he (Nuttall) 
lit the fire at Sehl's lire; I do not know 
whether it was Sehl's fire; I do not know 
the right name; it was the fire near tho 
Chinaman's place; I don't knmv tho name 
of the street; I would know the street if I 
saw it; Nuttall only told me that he lit 
the fire. 

To Mr. Wilson— It was in the after- 
noun when the conversation took place; I 
do not know how long ago; I do not 
know if it was one month or three; I can 
point out the locality of the fire; Nuttall 
told mo the name of the man; I have for- 
gotten the name. 

Supt. O'Connor naked witness if they 
were engaged to burn Bunstor's brew- 
ery. 

Mr. Wilson objected to this question , 
which was not allowed by the court. 

To the court -I do not know what 
kind nf store it was; I gave tho name 
Sold because it was a name liko it 
(Jewell's). 

To Supt. O'Connor— 1 and Nuttall 
were engaged to burn Stelly's house 
down. 

Archie Johnson, sworn — [The informa- 
tion was read to the witness bv the 
clerkj. 1 knew Reginald Nuttall ami Her- 
bert Gordon; I was in company with 
Reginald Nuttall and Herbert Gordon on 
a sidewalk in this city; I don't remember 
tho date; it was on Government street; 
1 don't remember the conversation; lie 
never spoke to me about Jewell'?, fire nor 
Gordon either; 1 don't, know anything 
about the origin of that fire; T bad a con- 
versation with a boy named Clarke; I re- 
member telling Clarke that Nuttall said 
he was going to have Gordon in for the 
14 years for setting fire to Phillip's place; 
Nuttall never spoke to me about sotting 
fire to Jewell's; Gordon was not present 
when Nuttall made this statement; my- 
self, Gordon and Nuttall novor bad any 
conversation about Jewell's fire. 

To the court. — Nuttall did not say 
anything to Gordon about Mr. Jewell's 
lire. 

Herbert Gordon, recalled--! saw the 
place to-day where the fire was; a police- 
man was with me; 1 hear him call himself 
Sheppard; 1 do not, remember the name 
of the owner of the building which was 
burnt down. 

To Mr. Wilson— The policeman took 
mo there and showed mo the place; r 
mean I showed it to him. 

Constable Sheppard, sworn — I have 
just been with Herbert Gordon; 1 fol- 
lowed him to Yates street; he was u little 
ahead; he went up Yates street and point- 
ed out where Jewell's warehouse was 
burnt down; he said that was the place he 
spoke of; he was fully 10 feet ahead at 
the site of the tire; I remember the night 
of Jewell's lire on tho 25th April; on that 
night there was a false tiro alarm started 
about 8:30; after !> o'clock when I heard 
the bells ring a second time, I got up and 
went to the fire; I -saw it was Jewell's 
warehouse on Yates street; it was the 
same place that Gordon pointed out to- 
day. 

This c'oscd the prosecution. 

Mr. Wilson said that Mr. O'Connor 
was particular in ordering tho witnesses 
out of court , hut the last one ho called 
had been in court the whole time. He 
believed as a matter of l ight he could 
ask that his evidence be struck out though 
he had not the authorities on this point 
with him. 

His honor said the witness' being left 
in court was probably unintentional. 

Mr. Wilson said the evidence adduced 
in this case, as in the last, was that of 
the boy Gordon, whoso evidence in tho 
former case was contradictory and was 
equally so in the present case, and he 
would simply ask if the future of the ac- 
cused should depend on such evidence? 
He intended to call no witnesses for the 
defence. 

When the usual question was about to 
be put to the prisoner as to whether he 
had any statement to make, Mr. Wilson, 
on his behalf, stated the defence would be 
reserved . 

His honor said he did not intend to 
criticise the evidence, but there was one 
point in it to which he would allude; it 
was that portion which showed that the 
prisoner was present at the setting tire to 
Phillips' premises. The prisoner had had 
ample time to have given information re- 
garding the matter to a magistrate, but 
he had not done so, and must therefore 
be considered guilt}' of misprison or con- 
cealment of a felony committed by an- 
other. He must commit the prisoner to 
a higher court on both charges against 
him . 

Mr. Wilson asked if his honor would 
take bail. 

His honor said he had not looked into 
the authorities on the subject- 
Mr. Wilson believed his honor had 
[lower to take bail in the case as a police 
magistrate, which gave him the power of 
two justices of the peace, lie referred 
his honor to the 52d section of the indict- 
able offences act. 

His honor said he would take time to 
consider the question, and give hie decis- 
ion on Monday. 

His honor finally consented to take 
bail in two sureties of S1000 each.

London- May 31. — The Duke of Al- 
bany recently received an urgent re- 
quest from Canada to consent to be 
the successor of the Marquis of Lome.
